Between. ?s!5 a»m» and 10*15 a.m. on 3 July 1953, a field exercise was observed in 
the Kindel training area, *t 7*15 a.m., 40 ?-34 Ms left the cantonment just south 
of Highway Mb 84 and drove across the highway toward northwest. m individual vuiic 
headed the column end was followed by a double file of other tanks about 30 meters 
so art, o About 500 maters north of Highway No 34* the tanks changed into line and 
formed a semi-circle around the tip of a forest. Thirty-eight JS tanks which 
followed in file also formed a line 40 to 60 meters behind the T-34 tanks, as the 
tanks stopped* infantry advanced from between the tanks and attacked the forest. 

Pi vs or 6 soldiers were in each space between two tanks. Source believed that the 
soldiers had previously been in the terrain. When, some time later, aoout 30 2 

soldiers left the objective with hands up, tire field exercise was completed. One 
soldier of each tank crew and some soldiers of the attacking infantry parti«}i2ated
